000. The projects are intended to 
provide flood protection, water to 
aid navigation on the Mississippi 
and recreational facilities. 

Prospects Called Inadequate. 

“They are neither adequate for 
flood control nor suitable for rec- 
re&tional purposes, and we cannot 
believe them justified for Missis- 
sippi navigation alone,” the feder- 
ation asserted. ‘Not only do they 
fall short of being a good plan, 
they would, if constructed, jeopar- 
dize or make impossible the 
sound, long-range development of 
all resources, which must be un- 
dertaken.” . . 

A large crowd of residents of 
this area, many of them opposed 
to the dams, attended the hearing 
in Memorial Auditorium. Repre- 
sentatives of several state agen-' 
cies, including the Départment of 
Conservation and the Division of 
Resources and Development, also 
were in attendance. 

No official statement on Mis 
souri’s policy toward the dams 
will be presented. A conference 
between state agency representa- 
tives and Gov. Ferrest Smith will 
be held after the hearings are 
concluded, and the state’s posi- 
tion on the projects will be for- 
mulated. 

The Meramec basin, with its 
vast soil, water, forest, mineral 
and wildlife resources should not 
be experimented with or “perma- 
nently disfigured by ill-advised 
geographical surgery,” the con- 
servation group declared. It ar- 
gued there was no flood control 
advantage in putting thousands 
of acres of fertile lands under 
water upstream in order to pro- 
vide “uncertain” protection for 
similar land below the dams. 

Program Urged by Federation. 

Declaring the dams would be 
of no value in preventing up- 
stream damage to farm and hill 
lands, the federation urged that 
a less costly program be adopted 
to prevent upstream losses by re- 
forestation and fire control, pre- 
vention of 6ver grazing, soil con- 
servation, check-water dams on 
the tributaries, and rehabilitation 
of the soil to increase its absorb- 
ency. 

“These measures will bring 
about a substantial measure of 
flood abatement in the lowlands, 
definitely reducing the frequency

2Landing Aids _ 
GuidingPlane 
Betore Crash | 


Latest Radar and | 
Radio Devices in 
Use at Airport. | 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (UP)— 
Two of the most advanced land- 
ing aids were guiding the Capital 
airliner before it crashed into the 
Potomac river last night, killing 
four persons. 

They were instrument landing 
system (I.L.S.) radio beams and 
ground controlled approach 
(G.C.A.) radar. I.L.S. is now 
routine at many fields and is 
backed up by G.C.A. at several of 
the larger ones like Washington 
National Airport. 

Officials say both were func- 
tioning properly here last night 
as evidenced by several bad- 
weather landings before and after 
the Capital DC-3 smacked into 
shallow water about a half-mile 
from the runway. 

I.L.S. and G.C.A. have made it 
possible for airplanes to land at 
airports under lower cloud ceil- 
ings, that is, in worse weather, 
than otherwise. They also have 
increased safety and schedule re- 
liability. 

I.L.S. comprises radio beams 
projected horizontally -and verti- 
cally from the airport runway. 
These beams, received by instru- 
ments in the plane, furnish the 
pilot a “glide path” to the run- 
way. 

The beams activate cross point- 
ers on the 
When the pointers are at right 
angles, the plane has the proper 
angle of descent and is neither 
off to the right or left: Other 
beams, or marker beacons, cause 
lights to blink in the cockpit, 
telling how far from the end of 
the runway the plane is. 

G.C.A. consists of radar im- 
pulses, bounced off the plane and 
reflected on scopes manned by a 
crew on the ground. Observing 
these scopes, the radar crew can

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (AP)— 
A Capital airliner went off a ra- 
dar path leading into fogbound 
National Airport last night and 
crashed in the mud of the Poto- 
mac river, carrying four of the 
23 persons on board to their 
death. 

The 19 survivors—an amazing- 
ly high number for such a plane 
crash—were taken to the hospital 
at nearby Bolling Air Force Base. 
Many were seriously injured. 

Government officials laid plans 
for a prompt inquiry into the

Injured Navy Men 


Wreckage—Bolling Field Crash Crews 
Go Into Action §Swiftly. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (UP)— 
Survivors of a Capital airliner’s 
crash-landing in the Potomac riv- 
er owed their lives today to two 
gallant sailors and to the “‘smooth- 
est rescue operation in the world.” 

The two Navy. men were Rob- 
ert V. Hensley of Abilene, Kan., 
and Jeff C. Buchanon of Laurel, 
Miss. Both boarded the DC-3 at 
Norfolk, Va., for a few days leave 
in the north. 

As the plane approached Wash 
ington National Airport in a blind- 
ing rain and fog, the two young 
sailors settled back in their seats 
for what they thought would be a 
routine landing. There was no 
apprehension; everything was fine. 

Then the plane plunged into 
the Potomac. 

Corp. Kenneth Rutkowski, 19 
years old, of Chicago, stationed 
at Bolling Field, heard the crash. 

He and his fellow airmen 
flashed the alarm and set off for 
the scene in rescue boats. They 
reached the plane within min- 
utes. | 
“There were two sailors there 
in the plane,” Rutkowski said. 
“They were cut on the face and 
bleeding, but they helped us take 
some of the men out. Those 
sailors were all right.” 

Hensley and Buchanon .. were 
among the first to free themselves 
from the wreckage of the DC-3 
and climb out on the wing 
through a gaping hole in the side. 

Bruised and bandaged, they told 
their stories to reporters at the 
Bolling field hospital. 

Hensley said that after they 
climbed on the wing, he and Bu- 
chanon “began to pull out some 
of the other passengers.” 

“We brought them out onto the 
wing and made them as comfort- 
able as possible,” he said. “It was 
tough for one man. His foot was 
about gone. I applied a torniquet. 


There was one woman we got 
out.” 

Buchanon nodded. 
~ “The ship seemed to have 
broken in two,” he said. “I tried 
to help pull out as many people 
as I could.” 


The alarm of “crash” sent Boll- 
ing Field’s rescue system speed- 
ing to the scene. One official 
called it the “best in the world.” 


; Offices of the vital rescue serv- 
ices—the fire department, the 
police, the hospital corpsmen, the 
chaplain’s home, the ambulances 
—each has a man on duty 24 
hours a day. 


Beside him is a red telephone. 
When it rings, it means just one 
thing—a plane is down. ' 


At about 8:45 p.m. all of them 
rang. Each man on rescue duty 
picked up his phone and waited.

“Hospital?” 

“Here.” 

And so on down the list. The 
operator then announced that a 
commercial airliner was down in 
the Potomac. 

There was no need for further 
conversation. Each group knew 
its task; each group performed it 
efficienty. 

Ludwig Lederer, chief medical 
director for Capital Airlines, paid 
high tribute to the rescue system. 
Within an hour, he said, the bat- 
tered survivors were resting in 
the Bolling Field Hospital.

With the wheels up, 
a comparatively smooth water 
landing was possible. 

The plane, a DC-3, had taken 
off from Memphis, Tenn., and 
had made stops at Chattanooga 
and Knoxville, Tenn., Asheville, 
Charlotte, Greensboro, Raleigh- 
durham Airport, and _ Elizabeth 
City, N.C., Norfolk and Newport 
News, Va. 


One of Worst Jams. 


It arrived over Washington dur- 
ing what officials called one of 
the worst traffic days in the his- 
tory of National Airport. 

The field was blanketed by fog 
and soaked by a steady rain. 
Weather conditions were de- 
scribed as “approximately mini- 
mum’’—400-foot ceiling and visi- 
bility of about three fourths of a 
mile. 

The DC-3 took its place over 
the field in a “stack” of planes 
which at one time numbered 40 
aircraft, all waiting for a chance 
to land, After about an hour, the 
Capital airliner started down, 
guided by its own electronic 
equipmeni, and by ground-con- 
trolled radar at the airport.- 

As it came down the approach, 
Officials related, it suddenly 
swerved from the radar path, 
Ground technicians lost it cém- 
pletely. A short time later it 
was found in the river close by 
Bolling Field, resting in five feet 
of mud and water. 

Vice President Robert J. Wil- 
son of Capital Airlines said: 

“According to our best infor- 
mation, the ship was making a 
straight approach when it veered 
sharply to the right and into the 
water.”

NEW YORK, Dec. 13 (UP)— 
Friday will be “no bath, no shave” 
day in New York. 

Besides skipping baths -and 
shaves, 8,000,000 citizens will be 
asked to drink one less glass of 
water. 

The request was part of the 24- 
hour “water holiday” which the 
Water Department has asked New 
Yorkers to observe Friday be- 
cause of reduced water reserves. 

The supply in the reservoirs 
which feed the city went up 
during the last 24 hours for the 
first time since last June. With 
light, steady rains falling on the 
watersheds and warm tempera- 
tures melting snow, the total stor- 
age had increased since 8 a.m. 
yesterday by 1,026,000,000 gallons. 
The total supply now. stands at 
85,589,000,000, which is 33.8 per 


cent of the capacity,

Even Kostov’s own defense at-’ 
torney turned against him today. 
He called on Kostov to repent his 
“crime” and said all charges 
against him had been proved. 

In a voice barely audible to cor- 


respondents in ‘the balcony Kos- | 


tov said: 

“I never have worked for a for- 
eign intelligence, and I never 
have been a police informer.” 

Hisses and boos drowned out 
the rest of the sentence. Then 
he was heard to say that he al- 
ways had great respect for Russia. 

Kostov sat silent as his attorney 
spent an hour and 15 minutes 
condemning his client to the 
seven-man court. The prosecutor 
has asked for the death penalty 
for all the defendants. 

The attorney, D. Dyukmediiev, 
one of Bulgaria’s outstanding 
courtroom orators, said he wished 
Kostov had been executed by 
royalist police when he was ar- 
rested in 1942. 

Dyukmedijiev said there should 
' be two more benches of defend- 
ants on trial, one to hold Yugo- 
Sslavia’s Premier-Marshal Josip 
(Tito) Broz and his aids and the 
other to hold “the aggressors to 
war’’—the British-Americans. 

Other defense lawyers followed 
Dyumedijiev to the speakers’ box 
in front of the judges, where they 
made similar pleas against their 
clients.

Wages and salaries jumped 
from $137,903,956 to $462,809,- 
000, but number of persons em- 
ployed in manufacturing plants 
during the period rose from 102,- 
537 to 172,946. 

When allowance is made for the 
increased number of workers, .the 
average income of individual em- 
ployes just about doubled, al- 
though total amount paid by the 
firms in wages and salaries had 
more than tripled. 


Increases in County. 


Similar trends in the increase 
in value of products by manufac- 
turing and the rise in salaries and 
wages were found in the St. Louis 
metropolitan area, including St. 
Louis county and Madison and St. 
Clair counties in Illinois, and in 
the state of Missouri. 

For the state, the value added 
by manufacturing went up from 
$581,804,000 to $1,623,145,000. 
Amounts paid in salaries and 
Wages were $280,667,000 in 1939 
and $827,484,000 in 1947. 

The number of establishments 
included in the last census were: 
St. Louis, 2330; St. Louis area, 
2960; Missouri. 5725. In the pre- 
vious census the number of firms 
surveyed were: St. Louis, 2241;

In the latest check by the Cen- 
sus Bureau, which is in the De- 
partment of Commerce, food and 
“kindred products” appeared to 
have taken over the leadership in 
St. Louis from chemicals and 
“allied products.”

IN NEW YORK, SLOWS 
TRAFFIC IN HARBOR

NEW YORK, Dec. 13 (AP)— 
Thick fog énveloped the New 
York metropolitan area yesterday, 
slowing harbor travel and halting 
air operations. 

Ferry service, vital commuter 
link between the city and its en- 
virons, was hampered severely, 
with delays running to 10 minutes 
or more.

Two-Billion Saving. 
Hoover forecast that his eight- 
point program would save _ the 
taxpayers two billion dollars a 
year. He predicted that this fis- 
cal year’s estimated deficit of $5,- 
500,000,000 may be exceeded in 
the following year. 

Hoover, who headed the com- 
mission which handed Congress 
318 reorganization proposals last 
spring, advised the committee to 
focus its efforts on winning pas- 
sage of only the “most urgent” 
items at the coming session of 
Congress. 

“We must conserve our strength 
and stop wasting our heritage if 
we are to survive as a free peo- 
ple,” Hoover declared. 

He offered this list of objec- 
tives in approximate order of ur- 
gency: 

1. Reorganizing. the Civil 
Service where, he _ said, “at 
present Red Tape himself 
dwells.” An accumulation of 
waste and deadwood, he added, 
makes for the “discouragement 
of good officials.” 

2. Reorganizing the budget 
and accounting machinery in 
which “the ghost of Alexander 
Hamilton still wanders.” 

3. Setting up the Post Of- 
fice as a modern business and 
removing it from politics by 
modernizing 160 years’ accumu- 
lation of “conflicting laws.’ 

4. Unifying the federal hospi- 
tal service which, when investi- 
gated, had patients for only 
155,000 of its 225,000 beds but 
was about to provide 50,000 
more beds at a cost of $1,300,- 
000,600 


5. Merging the water conser- 
vation services. 

6. Consolidating the adminis- - 
tration of grazing and forest 
lands in the Agriculture Depart- 
ment, instead of letting agricul- 
ture and interior maintain com- 
peting services and staffs. 

7. Providing one central 
transportation agency to elimi- 
nate “overlap and waste” and to 
steer national policy in this 
field, vital to national defense. 

8. Relieving the President of 
the burden of direct responsi- 
bility over 65 different agen- 
cies, and ironing out conflicting 
authorities between bureaus. 

Award te Secretary Johnson. 

The two-day conference is spon- 
sored by the nonpartisan Citi- 
zens Committee for the Hoover 
report. Its wind-up schedule in- 
cluded presentation of an award 
to Secretary of Defense Johnson 
for his “courageous efforts” at 
cost-cutting and unification in the 
military establishment. 
Dr. Robert L. Johnson, national 
chairman, told the conference that 
“the public is being aroused, as at 
no time in our history, to the 
necessity of adopting a funda- 
mental, intelligent, reorganiza- 
tion program for the executive 
branch.” 

Chairman -Johnson, the presi- 
‘dent of Temple University, Phila- 
delphia, told the 500 civic leaders 
from every section of the coun- 
try: “If the people demand these 
reforms that can save them mil- 
lions.a year and guarantee our 
survival as a free people, they 
will become law.”

Tt had been pretty generally 
agreed, Lucas said, that the Fair 
‘Employment Practices (Commis- 
sion) Act would be the first piece 
of civil rights legislation called 
up, taking precedence over anti- 
poll tax and anti-lynching bills. 

A reporter who shared a com- 
mon view in Washington that the 
FEPC bill is the civil rights legis- 
lation least likely to be accepted 
by Congress asked if calling it up 
~ first would not be interpreted as 
a move to do nothing about civil 
rights at this session. . 

“T can’t tell how it would be 
interpreted,” Lucas said. “All I 
know is that most of the interest 
in civil rights is in the FEPC bill.” 
Furthermore, he noted, the anti- 
poll-tax bill is still in the Senate 
Rules Committee awaiting action 
and the anti-lynching bill, al- 
though on the calendar for Sen- 
ate action, is a “bad” bill from 
the Administration viewpoint and 
will take some working over when 
it reaches the floor. 

Strategy Cai:s for Clotures. 

The Administration strategy as 
it shaped up before President 
Truman left for his Key West va- 
cation was that the FEPC bill 
would be called up, debated for 
two or three weeks, and then that 
an effort would be made to in- 
voke the Senate’s new rule for 
eloture cutting off debate. That 
rule requires’ that before cloture 
can be enforced, it must be voted 
by a constitutional two-third ma- 
jority of the Senate—that is two- 
thirds of all the Senators, not 
just two thirds of those voting. 

The new rule was the product 
of a Dixiecrat-Republican coali- 
tion in the last session of Con- 
gress and the Administration view 
is that it designedly does not pro- 
vide a genuinely effective instru- 
ment for shutting off debate. 

Chances are that after the FEPC 
debate has run its course, the at- 
tempt will be made to invoke 
cloture, that this will not succeed, 
and the FEPC legislation and 
other civil rights measures will 


year by both houses in somewhat 
different forms. The House has 
accepted the conference report 
and the Senate is to act on the 
conference report by Jan. 20.

Soviet atomic bomb. 

The general advisory commit- 
tee, which started the whole 
business, is not a body to be dis- 
regarded. It includes such men 
as Conant, Oppenheimer, Du- 
bridge, Fermi, Buckley and Rabi. 
It reports directly to the Presi-. 
dent, rather than to the Atomic 
Energy Commission. And since 
the announcement of last Septem- 
ber, it has shown no complacency 
whatever. 


Defenses Not Adequate. 


These scientific leaders would 
almost certainly be less disturbed 
if any serious effort were on- foot 
to organize the defenses of the 
Western world. For reasons which 
must be examined later, the ex- 
perts are now sharply writing 
down the strategic value of atomic 
weapons, when employed against 
a nation that is adequately de- 
fended. The trouble is that the 
defenses of the Western world, 
and particularly Western Europe, 
are anything but adequate. 

While this condition persists— 
and nothing solid is being done to 
change it—an atomic stockpile in 
Soviet hands retains the dread-

Ernest J. Neill’s letter relating the 
hometown tradition that the western 
terminus of the Burlington was to be 
Quincy, Ia., not Quincy, IIl., is interest- 
ing, but simply doesn’t jibe with the 
historical facts. 

The present-day Burlington system 
hai its inception in the Aurora Branch 
Railroad, chartered by the Illinois Leg- 
islature Feb. 12, 1849. Through amal- 
gamation with other small Illinois rail- 
roads, it became the Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Quincy which in 1856 precisely 
described its three termini—Chicago, 
East Burlington, and Quincy, Ill. The 
line atross Iowa was not built by the 
C.B.&Q. but by a subsidiary, the Bur- 
lington & Missouri River Railroad. 

It is an historical fact that Burlington 
was not an originally contemplated ter- 
minus on the Mississippi River. The 
portion of the line west of Galesburg 
was constructed by the Peoria & Oquaw- 
ka Railroad, which proposed to termi- 
nate at Oquawka, a few miles north of 
Burlington on the MIlinois side. Be- 
fore the line was constructed, however, 
the terminus was changed to East Bur- 
lington.

Jaywalkers Rampant 
Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
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proper Invitation 

This is the week for which Chief Justice 
Vinson was invited to Key West. First, close 
associates of the President disclosed that the 
head of the Supreme Court would be called 
for a conference on the contents of the Presi- 
dent’s State of-the Union address to Congress. 
Then Doris Fleeson reported that Mr.-: Truman 
personally telephoned the Chief Justice and 
urged him to visit the presidential party's 
Florida retreat. 


There are two men who above all others . 


should know what is wrong with this invita- 

tion—and any acceptance of it. One is Harry 

S. Truman. The other is Fred M. Vinson. 

The Supreme Court is one of the three sep- 
arate branches of the Federal Government. At 
times it must pass upon the validity of acts of 
Congress. On other occasions it must decide 
whether the man in the White House has ex- 
ceeded his constitutional authority. It compro 
mises its position of detachment and independ- 
ence if its members become advisers of lawmak- 
ers or executives, 

What is true for a Justice of the Supreme 
Court is true in even greater measure of the 
Chief Justice. If Mr. Vinson advises President 
Truman as to the Fair Deal legislative pro- 

~ 
gram, he sets a bad example for other mem- 
bers of the court. If he goes to Key West and 
recommends against this proposal or for that one, 
what is to hinder the Associate Justices from 
giving advisory opinions to members of Con- 
gress and to the executive departments? 

If that became the rule, the Supreme Court 
would soon be a veritable maelstrom of politics 
and maneuvering. Our high tribunal would 
fall in public esteem. It would lose its repu- 
tation for judging issues as they come up, on 
their merits and without involvement in extra- 
judicial recommendations and promptings. 

The job of presiding over the United States 
Supreme Court is a full time assignment. Un- 
less his absence came when the bench was in 
recess, the Chief Justice could go to Florida 
only by leaving his seat vacant. If cases were 
being argued at the time, that would be un- 
fair to litigants who had spent their time and 
money getting their issués to the highest bench 
in Washington. To Mr. Vinson’s credit, he is 
said te have told the Président it would be dif- 
ficult to leave the court now. 

It is easy to understand that President Tru- 
man should like to see Chief Justice Vinson 
from time to time. They are much alike. Each 
is a kind of good-natured, rural politician. 
Doubtless they approach political questions in 
more or less the same way. | 

All that, however, is no justification. Fred M. 
Vinson is the 13th occupant of the chair of 
such men as Harlan Fiske Stone, Charles Evans 
Hughes and William Howard Taft.. It is im- 
possible to picture Mr. Vinson’s predecessors 
mixing in White House affairs as Harry Truman 
has asked him to do. 

As for Mr. Truman, if he did not want to 
lose the counsel and guidance of his friend, he 
should not have appointed him Chief Justice. 
Then he should have kept him in his Cabinet 
as Secretary of the Treasury. 
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One Family in Five 

Poverty has been with us a long time, but 
even so the congressional investigation proposed 
by Senator Flanders could do some good. It 
could define more clearly the areas in which 
low incomes are most prevalent. It could ob- 
jectively examine the causes of this poverty and 
its effects. And it could lead to the more in- 
telligent disbursement of relief funds. 

A lot of information on these points is avail- 
able but it ought to be more complete. Some of 
it is survey guess-work, and some of it may 
represent a conscious or unconscious desire 
to make things seem at least a little better than 
they are in this very fortunate country. 

Of course, this is a matter which involves 
standards. Recently the University of Michi- 
gan Research Center completed a survey for 
the Federal Reserve Board which showed that 
four in every five American families owned 
something worth $500 or more. Debts were 
not set off against: this ownership. Neverthe- 
less, Editorial Research Reports felt that here 
was a demonstration of widespread American 
wealth to be flaunted defiantly in Stalin’s face. 

We are not so sure that $500 is very much to, 
brag about in the United States these days. 
Fortunately, many, many Americans have a§- 
sets worth considerably more than $500. But 
the Michigan surveyors’ one family in five is 
one to be worried about. Actually, that means 
10,000,000 American families without a $500 
asset. It means, further, that many of them 
do not have a combination of assets worth $500. 

Obviously, the welfare state has not yet been 
achieved. Such poverty promises crime, disease 

and ignorance rather than good citizenship. 
And certainly Congress has cause to see whether 
something more may not be done to root it out. 
Some Democrats may be disposed to turn this 
investigation into a sounding board for the 1950 
Fair Deal campaign. That would be a social 
mistake, and perhaps a political one, too. 
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Britain’s Labor politicians, mo doubt, are 
happy that Australia and New Zealand are so 
very far away from the United Kingdom. They 
can console themselves with the thought that a 
germ which thrives in the antipodes may have 
no bite at all at home. 
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A Truce on Wartime Excises . 

Secretary Sawyer’s suggestion for repeal of 
wartime increases in excise taxes is a sensible 
one, certainly insofar as necessities are con- 
cerned. The increases might very defendably 
continue to be applied to alcoholic beverages, 
cabaret checks, theater tickets, jewelry, furs, 
‘and toilet preparations, all of which are lux- 
uries. | 
There is good reason for repealing the in- 
creases that apply to railroad, airplane and bus 
tickets, local telephone service, long-distance 
calls, telegrams, luggage, handbags, wallets, and 
electric light bulbs and tubes. It would stimu- 
late lagging business. It is particularly justi- 
fiable in the case of transportation tickets, for 
the increases there were largely levied to dis- 
courage wartime travel, a reason that has 
ceased to exist. 

Repeal might cost the Federal Treasury 
something in the way of revenue, but perhaps 
less than a superficial view would suggest, a 
group of 24 business associations maintains. 

The Government is taking in about $1,800,- 
000 a year from the wartime excise increases. 
By doing so, it is losing in corporation income 
taxes from manufacturers, taxes from whole- 
galers and retailers, and income taxes from 
‘wage earners, and ig saddled with increased 
outlays for unémployment compensation, on ac- 
count of decreases in trade and employment 
caused by the excise The 24 business 


more than $600,000,000 a year through re- 
pealing the emergency excises, and perhaps as 
little as $200,000,000. id 

As a desirable stimulus to business, and as a 
point of fairness, we think that view should 
prevail.

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A Maverick’s Advice to the G.O.P. 

What Senator Wayne Morse said about the 
Republicans sounded like good advice to his 
party—if this Oregon maverick is really a mem- 
ber of the G.O.P. in good standing. 

In St. Louis for a speech before the Liberal 
Forum, he said that the party needs a, program 
—a real, meaningful program. The American 
voters cannot be scared with words like “statism.” 
They cannot be dragooned into a crusade against 
the welfare state. It’s their welfare which they 
have in mind when they mark their ballots. 

Such tactics will make of the G.O.P., to the 
Senator’s mind, a party exclusively of rich men.

tributions and not nearly enough votes. Senator 
Morse does not want to see that happen, And 
he is right. The United States should not be 
politicaliy divided according to the pocketbooks 
of its people. That way lies trouble. 

It would be the undoing of even the more lib- 
eral of our two parties because that party would 
no longer have the discipline of genuine opposi- 
tion. Sure of victory, it coyJd go lax, forget 
principles and purposes. 

Such a division of haves and have-nots, of 
course, is not a novelty in the politics of a con- 
siderable number of modern nations. But else- 
where the impulse toward it comes from the 
Marxists. They work hard to create this cleav- 
age and to deepen it. How odd that here in the 
United States those who have most to lose should 
be exposing us to this risk. | 

Yet how many men are saying—perhaps with 
the hope of nominations and campaign contri- 
butions in mind—that the Republican party needs 
a “rebirth” of that kind. Apparently they know 
little of its birth and of its first successful can- 
didate, Abraham Lincoln. 

Senator Morse does know. He knows what 
made Republicanism valid in the past. He knows 
what can make it valid in the future—in a nation 
ruled by the many rather than the few. Will 
he be heard? Or is his a voice in the. wilder- 
ness? 
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What Will Home Rule Mean? 


One necessity in any democratic form of gov- 
ernment is ability to change it. What kind of 
amending process will the St. Louis County 
Charter Commission devise for the proposed 
home rule charter? The answer may determine 
whether the charter is appreved or rejected at 
the polls. 

if the commission follows preliminary plans, 
the charter would provide an exceptionally weak 
county government. It would perpetuate divided 
responsibility in administration, a complex bal- 
lot and wasteful political procedures. County 
voters will want assurance that they can change 
all that, 

But even if the final draft provides a good 
charter, it will not be perfect. An unpredictable 
future will require alterations. So it is highly 
important that an effective amending process be 
written into the charter. 

The 1945 Missouri Constitution provides a 
good principle to follow as to amendments. It 
provides that initiative petitions for a referen- 
dum be signed by 8 per cent of the legal voters 
in each of two-thirds of the congressional dis- 
tricts. “This is a fair measure of public interest. 

It would be most unfair if, for example, a 
petition seeking changes in county government 
had to be signed by a high percentage of voters 
in every single township. That would let a 
minority perpetuate a rigid government. The 
power of initiative would be useless. 

It was Thomas Jefferson who wrote that when- 
ever government becomes destructive of its just 
powers, “it is the right of the people to alter or 
abolish it.” This applies to St. Louis county as 
to any other government. It is an essential 
principle of home rule.

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Politics, Principle and the Deficit 

Mayor Joseph M. Darst’s wanton toying with 
the city’s financial crisis is coming home to 
roosf. Missouri’s legislators have gone home 
for Christmas, leaving St. Louis a present 
marked “Do not open until June 30.” The 
present is a city deficit which, the Mayor has 
estimated, will total some $10,000,000 annually 
unless something is done about it in the next 
six months. aa 

With no more business meetings on the cur- 
rent Legislature schedule, St. Louis’s authority 
to collect its earnings tax will expire next June. 
Gov. Smith has announced that he has no plans 
to call-a special session to consider the earnings 
tax enabling act, or any other bill. 

Responsibility for this collapse of the legis- 
lative process, for the failure to obtain authority 
to continue the tax, is principally the city ad- 
ministration’s. Mayor Darst, who campaigned 
against the tax when he was running for of- 
five and then discovered that, from the ad- 
ministration’s viewpoint, it is the most painless 
method of keeping the city’s head above water, 
made only a belated effort to get the enabling 
act passed. 

Legislators did nothing about the tax during 
the period when the Mayor was displaying no 
interest at all in the subject. Then they were 
ready to pass an enabling act, if the first $2000 
of income were exempted. The Mayor violently 
opposed the exemption, and the bill died. 

e Buck-passing won't produce any revenue. 
When the Mayor discovers that it’s both poor 
politics and poor principle to soak the poor, 
he should present a plan to meet the city’s

Vetoing a world food bank was unwise, editor thinks; it did not 
dismiss the tragic paradox of America plagued with surpluses while 
others go hungry; the food bank might cost less than present farm 
aid, quite apart from its humanity and peace-making character.

We doubt the wisdom of the decision of 
the United States—in this case, the Ad- 
ministration—to withhold its support from 
the proposed world food bank, an action 
camvamnoynt to a death sentence for the 

ea. 

The reason commonly accepted for the 

dministration’s about-face is the fear that 

economy-minded Congress would not 

up the $475,000,000 as the United 

States’ share of the burden of putting the 
bank in business. 

It\is true there have been many trial 
balloons sent up concerning the project, 
and it may be that enough Congressmen 
have cold-shouldered the plan to justify 
the assumption as to congressional senti- 
ment in general, But if it is a sound idea, 
and we believe it is, why abandon it 
Why not sharpen up 
the arguments and take the matter before 
Congress and the American people in the 
hope of changing some minds? 

We do not say that the world food bank 
plan is the best possible plan for solving 
the world food problem. But the problem 
exists. Even a hasty survey discloses some 
truths that cannot be argued away, and 
that point to the absolute necessity of this 
or some plan looking toward improved 
world distribution of food. 


Plan That Might Work 


If Australia and the United States have 
too much wheat, and India hasn’t enough 
to keep her population alive, some means 
ought to be devised to get American and 
Australian wheat to India. 

True, there are fundamental economics 
involved. But the formulators of the 
world food bank plan took this into con- 
sideration. 

They proposed an “International Corh- 
modity Clearing House,” under the United 
Nations, to be capitalized initially at 1 
billion dollars, primarily to buy food 
where it is in surplus supply and sell it 
where it is in short supply. 

Three general methods of operation 
were proposed: 

1. Sale of commodities for “soft cur- 


rency” (for example, the Indian rupee), | 


with such money to be held by the bank 
until it “hardens” and thus becomes more 
readily convertible, 

2. Sale of commodities for “hard cur- 
rency.” but at reduced rates, 

3. Barter, whereby, for example, Eng- 
land would get American wheat, America 
would be repaid in Australian wool, and 
Australia would be repaid in British tex- 
tiles or whatever she needed and England 
could provide. 

It appears that the “hard-money” con- 
tributors, notably the United States, would 
Be gambling upon a fractional return upon 
their investment. 

There are several answers to that. 


One is a backward glance to 1927-28, 
when the world food situation went into a 
slump and presaged the world depression. 
During that depression the American econ- 
omy nose-dived along with everyone's. 

Another is that mass hunger, anywhere, 
is an invitation to war, and war costs more 
than any sum that could be poured into 
the world food bank. 


Another is that, as far as the United 


States is concerned, it is faced with the 


alternatives of distributing food surpluses 
abroad or subsidizing curtailment of pro- 
duction at home. 


Billions for Not Producing 


We are following the latter course now. 
The Government pays out billions each 
year for American crops that aren’t grown 
or aren’t eaten. This year the Govern- 
ment will pay California farmers alone 
some $350,000,000 for that purpose. That 
means that every American is paying twice 
for his food—once in taxes and again in 
the market place. 

Even if we had to pay the same price to 
get this surplus food into mouths that 
need it, the proposition would make sense 
in terms of the world-wide struggle 
against starvation and the various evil by- 
products of want. But under such a plan 
as the world food bank, there would be 
virtual assurance of getting at least part of 
the investment back in terms of either 
money or goods we need. 


It can be argued, with great theoretical 
soundness, that the choice ought not to be 
between a world food bank and domestic 
subsidies. But the practical fact is that 
the subsidies are with us, and are going to 
be with us for some time to come. In- 
deed, it may be that the only way politi- 
cally possible to pry the farmer loose 
from his subsidy is to offer some such 
plan as the world food bank where he 
would continue to get the same money, 
but would ‘find ample markets for his 
production. 


A Rebuff to Reconsider 


There are, of course, many who fear that 
a world food bank would constitute an- 
other infringement upon the sovereignty 
of individual nations. ‘Probably it would. 
So does the United Nations; so would the 
Baruch plan for international control of 
atomic energy. 

We say only that the force of history, by 
shortening distances ard increasing com- 
munications of all kinds, has made the old 
concept of absolyte national sovereignty 
unrealistic in any event. 

As a contribution toward growing up to 
our responsibilities;—to the world and to 
ourselves—we suggest that the Administra- 
tion and Congress take another long, 
searching look at the proposal for a world 
food bank.

Religion and Theology 


HINDU VIEW OF CHRIST, by Swami Akhilananda. 

(Philesephical Library, 291 pgs., $3.) 

Just as government could be a more 
socially useful force were it not for the 
bureaucracy which usually administers it, 
so religion might be a more transcending 
experience were it divorced from the hier- 
archies which have taken upon themselves 
the interpretation and dispensation of the 
true words. The author of the present 
book, noble enough in his intentions, pre- 
sents one more obstacle on the ment to 
reason by confusing faith with super- 
naturalism. 

Taking.the pacifism and social idealism 
of Jesus as a point of departure it is easy 
enough for a Hindu Swami to reconcile 
the “original” teachings of Jesus to the 
basic tenets of Hindu faith. Evem the idea 
that Jesus was the son of God is accept- 
able for “the Hindus believe that there 
have been numerous incarnations in the 
history of the world, of whom Jesus was 

one, while the Chris- 
tians take Jesus to be 
the only one.” Where 
the author disagrees 
with Christianity .is 
in modern-day ap- 
plication. He cannot 
see Jesus in the 
churchmen of Eng- 
land who praised 
and lived in the 
glory of England's 
harsh imperialistic 
rule of India. He

Indians as good 
Hindus :1d Western nations’ peoples as 
good Chr. tians can find a common ground 
in political, social and economic life. For 
all this he argues well and sensibly, quot- 
ing from appropriate texts. . 

To believe in the ideals of Jesus, or of 
Hinduism or Judaism or any ethical re- 
ligion would in itself seem to be a suf- 
ficiently satisfying force. To go further, 
and have faith in one’s fellow-men, and 
yet believe that man does not riow (nor 
may ever) know every secret of life, can- 
not that be sufficient for the religious 
life? Unfortunately theologians, such as 
the Swami, think not. One must believe 
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that “Divine incarnations come to fulfill ° 


the crying need of the age.” And to the 
people who seek for a rational explanation 
the Swami answers: “These incarnations 
soar so high that people who deal with 
pathological cases (Freud, etc.) cannot 
even breathe the rarified atmosphere of 
these heights.” The rational are appar- 
ently among the few people with whom 
the Swami cannot share his love.

GLEN RIDGE, NJ., Dec, 13 
(AP)—E. W. Fairchild, founder 
and president of the Fairchild 
Publications, business newspapers, 
died yesterday at his home. He 
was 83 years old. ° 

Joined by his brother, L. E. 
Fairchild, he published mimee- 
graphed sheets of news of the 
Chicago clothing trade for indus- 
try visitors at the 1893 Chicago 
world’s fair.

Participation is wider geograph- 
ically this year.

As the shrill cries of angry Re- 
publican members of the House 
Un-American Committee imme- 
diately made obvious, there is a 
lot of party politics in this new- 
est “exposure.”

These sheeted ghosts will be 
dragged before the public again 
—“again and again and again,” 
as F.D.R. used to like to Say. 
Therefore it seems to me impor- 
tant to put the whole busin in 
proper perspective. 

During the war the Soviet 
Union was the ally of the United 
States and Great Britain. A lot 
of people seem to have forgotten 
that. Russian soldiers killed and 
wounded millions of the enemy 
and, in turn, perhaps as many as 
10,000,000 Russians were casual- 
ties. 

Naturally, everything was done 
to send all possible material— 
short of a few ultimate secrets 
mostly related to the atomic bomb 
—to our ally. Terrible sacrifices 
were made to get that material 
to Russia. Often our Government 
was far behind on promised ship- 
ments and the besieged Russians 
cried out in rage and desperation. 


Postwar Turn. 


With the end of the war a new 
phase began. In spite of warning 
signs, our Government made 
every effort to work with Russia, 
the wartime ally, to build a peace- 
ful world. This was leading from 
strength and confidence—the con- 
fidence of a victory won out of

Such espionage is one of 
the grim facts of the present-day 
world; just as American espionage 
is a fact—and if it is not a fact, 
then the $50,000,000 or more 
which goes in secret to the Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency is being 
wasted. 

The third phase of Russian- 
United States relations began with 
the realization that the Soviet 
Union was bent on nothing less 
than world domination, ‘The Com- 
munist parties in individual coun- 
tries were instruments for aggres- 
sion and control, wholly subser- 
vient to Moscow policy, The 
third phase saw the start of the 
cold war. 


Hindsight Patriots. 


America has a strong moral po- 
sition in the cold war, and the 
chief reason is because this coun- 
try demonstrated to the world 
that it went the whole way in 
trying to work peaceably and hon- 
estly with Soviet Russia. That 
has been a fact of paramount im- 
portance too often overlooked. 

The destroyers and the haters 
who rake over the past in the 
suddenly acquired wisdom of 
hindsight may make the head- 
lines they are after. But those 
headlines do a deep wrong to 
America’s position. And if they 
do any good, it is certainly not

sketched above. -Signs have al- 
ready been given, in the usual in- 
direct manner. All that is being 
discussed at present, is whether 
this country should try to find 
out whether these signs mean 
anything. 

In the second place, no one 
thinks there is more than an even 
chance, at best, that the Soviets 
seriously desire even a modified 
agreement for international con- 
trol of atomic energy. Those who 
urge the desirability of a “new 
look” at this time simply argue 
that it is our duty to find out 
what can be done. 

It is idiotic to under-rate the 


arguments against the kind of 
radical new departure that is now 
under discussion. Two-party talks | 
between this country and Russia | 
have long been an objective of | 
Krémlin policy, and their avoid- 


tered by the Russians. . 

The German business men spoke 
with considerable bitterness about 
British pressure for German re- 
arming. They attributed this to 
British desire to cut military ex- 
penditures ahd to throw the bur- 
den for European defense on oth- 
ers, particularly the United States. 

According to the German busi- 
ness men, the Adenaur govern- 
ment in Western Germany does 
not want to re-create a German 
military force, and has no inten- 
tion of doing so unless pressured 
into it by the Allies. it was 
claimed the Adenaur government 
considers France the backbone of 
anti-Russian defense in Europe, 
and favors a powerful French 
army.

Melvin Price of East St. Louis, 
who recently returned from a tour 
of Germany. He says he found 
widespread fear in Western Ger- 
many of the so-called “police” the 
Russians have organized in their 
zone. “The Germans fear these 
‘police’ more than they do the 
Russians,” Price says. “Most of 
these troops are Nazis given a 
clean bill of health by the Rus- 
sians. The existence of this force 
creates a tough problem for us. 
We cannot permit Western Ger- 
many to re-arm, and at the same 
time this Eastern German force 
organized by the Russians is a 
menace. It means we will have 
to stay in Germany indefinitely 
and refuse to heed the Russians 
when they begin clamoring for 
the withdrawal of all foreign 
trvops. That would be a danger- 
ous trap for us to fall into.”

Steaming Up Amazon

OUR WOOD BURNER ‘FOUGHT two battles 
for the entire 500 mile voyage—dysentery and 
wood exhaustion. The Irr.cema’s two boilers 
eat up 100 sticks of yard-long wood an hour. 
It isn’t a very big boat and can’t carry much of 
this fuel, so frequent stops must be made to 
stock up. Purchases are 10 sticks at a time at 
five cents the lot. In the scattered riverside 
communities fuel-supplying is the chief in- 
dustry. é 

Our limping old captain said the pig had 
made his gout worse. So we stopped the next 
packet coming downstream and purchased a 
cow for $26. Suspicious of her fate, Bossie re- 
fused to stand up, so was pushed across boards 
between the two small ships and tied to a post 
below.

FOR 500 MILES, the dense growth of the 
equatorial jungle pushed right up to the river’s 
edge. Here is a smorgasbord of vegetation. 
Trees include rubber, babacu nut, palm, Brazil 
nut, capok, cottonwood, castor oil and a wealth 
of hardwood timber. 

The handful of natives living in little clear- 
ings along the river's edge wage a constant 
fight against disease and nature to hold the 
little they have. ° 

The vast expanses of wooded lands, moun- 
tains of ore and other resources behind them 
are untouched. Here is flood land that is ideal 
for growing rice. Yet, all of the rice is im- 
ported from Sao Paulo or from other parts of 
the world.

AM sure that many readers 
have never been to the races o~ 
inside a gambling house -and 

that they’ve never even seen a 
kmaker. 

I am equally positive that every 
one of them at some time or other 
has dropped a. nickel in a slot 
machine, bought a ticket in a 
raffle, or in some way been a 
customér for one of those forms 


All these 
two things in common. First, 
are de d to take your 
change Or maybe your odd dollar, 
ond, they. promise a possible 
substantial reward for your small 
constribution. 

Let’s start with the ordinary 
raffle or lottery. It is usually for 
a wo 
is chosen as an easier means of 
raising money than simple solici- 
tation of funds. 

Thus, Podunk high school needs 
a few thousand dollars to fix up 
its gymnasium. Fifty thousand 
ten-cent tickets, 
each representing a chance to win 
a $2000 car, are printed and given 
to the students to dispose of. 

Another form of raffle often 
used is the punchboard. This con- 
sists of a small board, about the 
size of a wallet, riddled by a hun- 
dred or.so holes, with a small 
slip of paper tightly rolled up in 
each hole. Some of the slips of 
paper correspond to the winning 
a in a lottery. The others are 

uds. 

In one fairly innocent form the 
board is sold (for too much 
money) to some private person— 
often the small boy who is al- 
wavs trying to sell magazine sub- 
scriptions. The new owner of the 
board sells all the chances, pays 
the prizes and keeps the profits. 
The maker of the board gets a 
handsome profit. The person who 
sells the tickets does fairly well, 
if you discount the time he wastes 
selling the tickets (and the num- 
ber of friends he annoys).

He sells the* board to a 
shopkeeper, say, who puts it on 
his counter and sells chances to 
his customers. After the board has 
been on the counter for a few 
days, a stranger drops in and buys 
a can of soup or a box of oatmeal. 
He notices the board and takes a 
chance. It happens to be a winner. 
Encouraged by his luck, he tries 
again. Another winner! Before he 
leaves, he has won all the prizes, 
the lucky fellow. 

Only a person with a nasty pry- 
ing mind wants to know whether 
the lucky stranger works for the 
firm that makes the punchboard. 

The calculation of the house 
percentage in any raffle is easy. 


Count the amount taken in and 
subtract the, value of the. prize 
or prizes. The difference is the 
“take.” The ratio of the “take” to 
the total is the house percentage. 
When you play the “numbers 
game,” or racket, you are en- 
gaging in a lottery. Your chance 
of winning is 1 in 1000 but the 
pay-off is usually about 600 for 1. 
The house edge is 40 per cent. 
This is enough, and more than 
enough, to make sure that you 
can’t beat the game in the long 
run, although any one-dollar gam- 
ble may make you $599 richer. 
In many countries it is possible 
for the poor man to buy a very 
cheap ticket in the government 


lottery. He has all the thrills of 
bling, plus the certainty that 


-» spend the money that comes 


As our last horrible example we 
come to the game in which the 
house percentage is biggest of 
all: the football card. 

A sample football. card will list 
about 25 games. Since most games 
are not even-money bets, hand- 
icaps are listed. For instance, one 
game is listed “Siwash vs. Podunk 
plus 7.” This means that if you 


want to bet on Siwash, you win. 


only if Siwash wins by more than 
seven points; while if you like 


Podunk, you win if Podunk loses | 


by less than seven points, ties, or 
wins the game. 

Your problem is to pick 10 
winners out of 10. If you do, you 
are paid 250 for 1. Assuming all 
games as listed are even-money 
bets, you have one chance in 1025 
of winning. Thus, the edge against 
you is just over 75 per cent. But 
don’t overlook the fact that you 
must pick 10 winners. Just one 
tie makes you a loser. That little 
joker is a tough one to figure, 
but it must run the edge up to 
well over 90 per cent.

HAVE said so much in my 

columns about the sad situa- 

tion of our American Indians 
and the unfortunate things that 
happen to them that I am glad 
to be able to report some good 
information for a change. It 
comes to me from Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Interior William E. 
Warne. 


Mr. Wafne tells me that one of 
the last official acts of former 
Secretary Julius Krug was the 
designation of three reserves to 
protect the native land of the 
villages of Hydaburg, Shugnak 
and Kobuk and Point Barrow, 
Alaska. 


He also informs me that the 
native resident of these villages 
must vote on these proposed re- 
serves under the act of May 1, 
1936, but he feels that these re- 
sérves will not only protect the 
interests of the natives, but may 
also provide a technique for set- 
tling land claims in many parts 
of Alaska. If this is so, it should 
aid in the development of the 
territory. 


~*« * * 


MR. WARNE POINTS out fur- 
ther, however, that while tl’ 


preservation of native land rights 
is an important step, it must be 
followed by other steps, including 
an expanded credit program. The 
natives must increase their pres- 
ent income, since it now falls far 
below the general level of other 
inhabitants in Alaska. To do this 
they must obtain adequate financ- 
ing to develop and to utilize their 
resources, to establish business 
corporations and associations and 
to apply the instruments of mod- 
ern technology to their lives. 

It is quite evident, too, that they 
will need help to point out to 
them where they must obtain 
skilled management from the out- 
side to start them off correctly. 
I hope the Interior Department 
will watch over these enterprises, 
even beyond helping to obtain the 
necessary loans. ~*

Secrets of Charm - 


Make Your Walk Smooth

OBODY will look at your walk 

if it is smooth, fluid and 

rhythmic. They'll just look 
at you and admire your grace! 
But if your walk is jerky, rigid 
and uncadenced, nobody will be 
able to look at anything else. 
And ten-to-one, there’ll be some- 
thing wrong with your gait. 


You just can’t walk with beauty 
and grace, if your gait isn’t right 
for you. And this is true even 
though you walk with technical 
correctness. 


Most gaits are spoiled by un- 
consciously: acquired habits. For 
instance, the smootR flow of your 
walk can be completely disrupted 

y your pace. You know how 
some girls just amble along as 
though they had nothing to do all 
day. Others plod as though they 
think they have so much to do 
they never can finish. And espe- 
cially in big cities, a familiar sight 
are the girls who perpetually 
scramble as if they are trying to 
get out of a sudden shower. 


Not one of these gaits is femin- 
ine or attractive ... and all re- 
flect traits of character, true or 
false, that you’d just as soon not 
have noticed. A little discipline 
and they never will be, either! 


Make a point of concentrating 


on your pace for one month. 
When you need to hurry, hum a 
fox trot and stick to the time 
if it kills you. If you feel more 
leisurely, try pacing your walk 
to a waltz. In this way, you can 
establish a habit for the timing 
of your pace. If, as they say, 
music will soothe even the savage 
breast, certainly it can smooth 
your gait! rue ak 

If you find it hard to stay strict- 
ly on the beat, if you’re conscious 
of any jerkiness in the rhythm of 
your steps, you can be sure you're 
taking them unevenly. What you 
are doing is favoring one foot 
over the other.’ (Right-handed 
people usually favor the right 
foot.) You are letting the favor- 
ite foot take more of-your weight 
than the other foot, so that the 
full weight of your body shifts un- 
evenly from one side to the other. 
In a much lesser degree of' course, 
you get the same limpy effect as 
from a sprained ankle. 

Make both your feet share your 
weight evenly as they step out 
right on each beat. Check your 
performance by the sound you 
make. You should not hear “‘click- 
ety-clack” but “click-click-click- 
click” ... steady and even... 
and your grace in motion will be 
something to see!

You are in almost the same 
position as the player who de- 
cided to throw you the ace, and 
you can profitably follow the 
same strategy. Now is the time 
to unload your useless king. If 
your lefthand opponent takes it 
to make the minimum meld he 
will have reduced his hand by 
three cards and you will have 
more than offset the slight dis- 
advantage of having reduced your 
own hand.

You need only 50; in addition to 
the ace that has just been dis- 
carded the pack contains the jack 
which was the dealt upcard. Of 
course you shoud take the ace 
and make the initial meld for 
your side. There is certainly suf- 
ficient advantage to making the 
initial meld to be worth while 
reducing your hand by two or 
three cards. 

After melding the aces, what do 
you discard? You have a poor 
hand. Unfreezing the pack for 
your side has not increased your 
advantage because you do not 
hold a wild card—but it may have 
greatly helped your partner. Of 
course you don’t want to break 
up any of your pairs, which now 
include jacks, nines and fours. 
Your seven and six would be com- 
paratively safe discards; your 
three is absolutely safe because it 
is a stopcard, but there’s no pack

The 
ebullience of the Latin-American 
audiences was just what the mod- 
est ego of a budding violinist 

needed. 
On returning to the United 


States, after a short trip to Eu- 
rope, he made an appearance with 


the Detroit Orchestra under Vic- - 


tor Kolar and afterward — from 
1924 to 1929—played a total of 
400 solo recitals in as many 
American cities. He came back 
to New York just in time to meet 
the depression full in. the face. 
The changing economic climate, 
the rise of the big booking agen- 
cies and the decline of independ- 
ent managers such as had han- 
died his tours, put a crimp in his 
concert career. He joined the Na- 
tional Orchestral Association for 
ensemble experience, became its 
concertmaster, engaged in radio 
work and got married. 

From 1934 onward he was part 
of a team. Farbman joined the 
National Symphony Orchestra at 
Washington for a year but came 
back to New York to renew his 
radio connections. During that 
period he and his wife gave their 
first public joint recital.
